The world is familiar witli the I'atil llial I'riuee Eitel, the Kais- 
er'8 Beobnd son, pillaged the chateau of Avricourt yvhcn the Qprman 
army retreated hist summer from a seetioii of nortiu rii Kraiiee. Rul 
the full story is little kaowii. Dr. Newell Uwiglit liillis, famoH.s 
Brooklyn preacher, after two moiithB apent in personally investigat- 
in^r the (leviist.itioii wrought liy tlie innderii Ilims, lins revealed some 
additional details of that shameful episode. The.v throw u vivid liglu 
on the character of the HohenEoUem family. 

It appears that this iiol)le eastle, rieh with liistorieal assoeia- 
tions and tiled with priceless relics, was one of the Imildings speei 
fieally covered by a clause in an international agreement signed by all 
the powers, iiieludiiif: (lermany, intended to guaraniitee the safety 
of historic edifices in war time. It was occupied for many months i)y 
Prince Eitel, as his military headquarters. This is what happened 
when the retreat oeeurred. as attested hy aged ser^Mnts and little 
children, whose affidavits were taken immediately afterward, and 
of whose testimony Dr. Hillis has photographic copies : 

The servants lieard (ierman oftieers telling Prince Kitel that he 
"would disgrace the (jierinan name if he destroyed a building that 
had no relation to war and could he of no practical aid or comfort 
to the Kreneli army, and he wonld make his own a name of shame and 
contempt." Hut the prince was unmoved. He hrought in liitr wagons 
and hauled away every object of any possible value in the chateau. 

Then, says Dr. Hillis, suinmarizin<r the sworn testimony, "hav- 
ing premised to leave the huilding uninjured, he .stopped his car at 
the entrance and exit gates of the ground, ran hack to the historic 
miilcliiifr witli a ean of oil that lie liad seereted, filled his toreh (n 
stick with a.hall of perforated iron at the end. fillcil with asbestos;, 
ran through the halls and waited until the flames were well in prog- 
ress, and tiien ordered his men to lipiht tlie fuse of a dynamite bomb." 
Dr. Hillis has the firebrand that Eitel used. 

Thus another of Prance's oldest and finest monuments was laid 
low by the seion of a royal family that Imasts itself tlu- ffren^st on 
earth — a prince turned burglar and incendiary. iJoyal .irson was 
added to the purposeless devastation of a fertile land and murder nnd 
outrage of its innoeent inhahitaiits. .Nnd there are still people who 
want eivilized govennnents to make |)eaee with the Hohenzollerns 1

Pru^sianism and Germany 

Overmuch atreea has been laid upon Germany and the Germans In 
all this discussion ot the world war. Too little emphasis has been given 
Prussian militarism, which, after all Is said and done. Is responnible alone 
for the battle flames which are consuming half ot Europe and claiming 
thouaanda of lives along tlie Flanders trench lines. For the two are by 
no means synonymous. 

Prusslanism, In the essence, means that autocratic element which 
dominates the deatlniea ot the Qermaa empire and inaUlously feeds the 
ambitions of the Kaiser tor world dominion. It is tht influence which 
has Inspired the warlord to cause his munition plants, his navy yards, his 
training camps, to put In extra time for the last three or four decades 
in building up a war machine with which ultimately he hoped to crush 
Europe and extend his sphere of Influence to the western continent. 

It Is the master mind which dominates the Wilhemstraase headiiuar- 
ters of the secret service which has so efllclently kept tab in recent years 
upon the dolnga throughout half a dpzen European empires. Which has 
directed the work of the Qerman diplomacy in all Its devious and crooked 
ways both In Europe and America. Which has set up its spy system and 
maintained Its aluah funds both In Buropa and America. Which la ac- 
countable for all of the duplicity and deviltry that Anally terminated in 
the present conflagration In Europe. 

The Germans, as a people, knew nothing of all this; know little of It, 
in fact, today. The German public, the rank and file of German cltlsenry, 
have not the advantage of the tree press that America enjoys. When- 
ever a newspaper becomes too frank In its discussion of the things that 
most Intimately coilcem the p- bllc, Prussianlsm finds a way to have It 
apeedlly suppressed. The mission of the German press la to Inspire Ita 
readers with greater loyalty to the Kaiser. And it has done its work. 

PruBSianlam has been as treacherous with the German public as It 
has been with Prance, with England, with Russia, or' with America. It 
has deceived and misled It. It has hoodwinked and betrayed it. It has 
made it a catspaw and in the end It will seek to make It the goat. 

But Prussianlsm will only succeed in destroying Itself. 

There are no greater lovers of liberty than the Germans as we linow 
them In America. When the smoke of battle clears away and peace once 
more comes In Europe, Democracy will find an enthusUuitlc and lasting 
welcome across the Rhine. The meager advices that trickle through the 
Prussian censorship all Indicate this. 

L«ft to Itself, the German public would vote for peace tomorrow. In 
the end, it will wipe out Pruasiaidam.

On Hundreds of Cities To lie .Made 
By Army Fliers on Ortober SO To 
DIstrihiite Lllterty Lou 
Literature, 

Washington, October 13— A coast to 
coast aerial raid on hundreds of cities 
will be made by army fliers In aero- 
plane and balloons on October 20, In 
b<.half of the Second Liberty Loan. 
Details were eompleted today by the 
War Departnu'iit .\t an appointed 
hour forty-live aviator s and eight 
balloonists armed with paper bombs 
will ascend for flights ranging from 
fliteen to 146 miles between camps 
where "the eyes of the army" are In 
training and anrroundlng cities. 

As cities, villages and towns are 
passed over linndreds of red white 
and blue jiaper bombs containing lib- 
erty loan literature will be dropped. 
On each municipality also will be 
dropped one large red bomb t<f which 
will be attached a long robbon con- 
taining H special message for the 
Mayor. This Ijoiiib. l)y(| special ar- 
rtmgsments now hein^ made by the 
Treasury and War Departments, may 
be handed to Mayors direct by the 
flnder or given to any policeman who 
will deliver It to the Mayor's ofDce. 

The aeroplanes will carry from 160 
to 176 pounds of bombs apiece. The 
bailoonH will carry as high as 400 
pounds of bombs. The most scientific 
and rdarlng aviaturs and l>allonlsts 
from the different camps will be se- 
lected for the flights. Applicants for 
tlie honor of flying in behalf of the 
lou already are coming into the War 
Depltrtment. Besides dropping the 
bombs the flyers doubtless will give 
brief exhibitions above every city over 
which they pass. All of the flights 
probably wiil start al the same hour. 
If a starting time is fixed it will be 
announced later.
